Court Today Occupied With Di­

An incident th at for a time 
created a furore of excitement in 
Rush county was again brough t 
to th e fore today wh en ch arges 
growing out of grand jury in­ 
dictments aginst By ron Ball of 
Carth age and L. M. Coons, Rush 
county sh eriff, were dismissed 
on motion of th e prosecuting at­ 
torney . 
According to th e minutes on 
th e criminal docket as entered 
by Judge Will M. Sparks in cir­ 
cuit court today , th e ch arges 
were dismissed by agreement of 
th e prosecutor and th e prosecut­ 
ing witness in each case. Ball 
faced two ch arges, th at of crim­ 
inal slander and assault and 
battery . Th e Rush county sh eriff 
was ch arged with assault and 
battery . 
Th e indictments were th e out­ 
growth of a grand jury investi­ 
gation into a figh t between Bali 
and Sh eriff Coons on th e streets 
of Carth age. It was alleged th at 
Ball h ad h ame remarks on th e 
conduct of Sh eriff Coons during 
a liq uor raid in Ripley townsh ip 
and th e sh eriff h ad taken of­ 
fense. Th e figh t resulted and 
feeling ran h igh for many day s 
during th e grand jury session. 
Ball was said to h ave received 
much th e worse of th e alterca­ 
tion. 
One divorce case was up in 
circuit court today . Nellie Orrell 
j 
was granted a divorce and th e 
custody of h er ch ild in h er suit 
against 
William Orrell. 
Th e 
plaintiff is a resident of Car­ 
th age. Th e two were married 
May 14, 1923 and 
separated 
March 10, 1925 at wh iq h time th e 
defendant is alleged to h ave 
joned th e army . Non-support 
was alleged. 
In th e suit of th e Building 
and Loan association number 10 
against Wy att E. Bell and oth ers 
for a foreclosure of a mortgage, 
a judgment for 
$564.97 was 
granted th e plaintiff. 
One new suit was filed. Fay 
Wh itton brough t ejectment pro­ 
ceedings against Henry Hen­ 
dricks and asked for damages in 
th e sum of $200.

New Instrument of Death Used 
For First Time in Illinois, 
With Th ree Executions 


SEVERAL PERSONS ARE 
WITNESSES TO EXECUTIONS 


Joliet, 111., Dec. 
15—-(A5)—Th e 
electric ch air as an instrument 
of death was used in Illinois for 
th e first time today in a triple 
execution. 
Dominic .Bressetti, a Ch ippewa 
Indian; Joh n Brown, and Claude 
Clark, negroes' were electrocuted 
sh ortly after 7 a. m., for 
th e 
murder last May of Will Beck, a 
Lake County farmer. ^ 
Clark, was led to th e ch air at 
7 :12 and was pronounced dead 
six minutes later. Brown fol­ 
lowed, with th e Indian th e last 
to die. Bressetti was pronounced 
dead th ere minutes after 
th e 
current was turned on. 
Twelve men from Waukegan, 
scene of th e trial, witnessed th e 
execution. Warden 
Elmer 
J. 
Green and four wardens were in 
th e death ch amber. 
Beck was slain in th e door of 
h is h ome wh en th e trio attempt­ 
ed to rob h im. Brown sh ot h im. 
Bressetti began th e conspiracy 
to rob Beck wh en h e came 
to 
Ch icago with money lent 
h im

It h as been a sked th at all pa r­ 
cels be securely wra pped and 
pa cked, uisng strong pa per and 
hea v y twine. Ca ndy should be 
Inclosed in strong box es or con­ 
ta iners a nd a rticles ea sily brok­ 
en or crushed must be cra ted or 
securely wra pped. The postoffice 
depa rtment a dv ises tha t libera l 
qua ntities of ex celsior or 
like 
ma teria l be used, In a round a nd 
between a rticles a nd the outside 


container. 
Glassware, fragile toy s, and 
crockery must be packed so as 
to prevent th e escape of particles 
or pieces if broken in transit.

providing $143,148,04ri 
crease of $565,246 fro. 
of th e current y ear. 
In lopping off $535,6 
budget estimates for ne 
y ear, th e committee adh e 
its policy of trimming 
recommendations as it d 
both th e treasury -postoffiee 
interior 
bills. Several mil 
dollars were cut from budget 
proposals in th e latter measures. 
In addition to th e $143,148,047 , 
th e bill reported today provides 
$11,048,436 for th e permanent 
annual appropriations 
of th e 
department wh ich h ad been pre­ 
viously auth orized and req uire 
no congressional approval 
at 
th is time. 
Among th e important items in 
th e bill are $7 4,000,000 for federal 
aid h igh way s; $989,000 for corn 
borer control; $8,000,000 for for­ 
est roads and trails; $567 ,500 for 
gy psy and browntail moth con­ 
trol; a reappropriation of $97 ,120 
of an available unexpended bal­ 
ance from pink boll worm eradi­ 
cation, and $1,440,000 for agri­ 
cultural experiment stations. 
A total of $2,7 80,000 is provided 
for 'cooperative agricultural ex­ 
tension work; $500,000 for inves­ 
tigation by th e weath er bureau 
of 
atmosph eric 
ph enomena; 
$7 36,000 for eradicating th e cat­ 
tle tick; $497 ,000 for eradicating 
h og ch olera; $385,000 for admin­ 
istration of th e packers and 
stocky ards act, and $454,7 00 for 
blister-rust control in th e wh eat 
areas. 
One h undred th ousand dollars 
is provided for figh ting forest 
fires, exclusive of $50,000 for air­ 
plane patrol of forests and $1,- 
300,000 for cooperation with th e 
states in fire prevention. 
For th e bureau of ch emistry 
and soils, $11,500 is provided for 
fertilizer 
investigations 
and

Order To Avoid Losses In Mail 


Hoping to forestall 
annual 


losses to 
patrons who place 


Christmas gift articles in the 
mail, Postmaster A. L. Figgs has 
poined out a list of instructions 
[or wrapping and mailing that 
were prepared by officials >of~ the 
United States Postoffice Depart- 
ment. 
\ 


Each year, enormous losses are 


incurred because articles 'are 
not securely packed and wrapped 
and because addresses are ndt 
written plainly. An effort is be-' 
ing made this year to greatly re- 
duce these losses by attempting 
to secure the cooperation»pf pa- 
trons of postoffices in all parts of 
the United States. 


It has been asked that all par- 


cels be securely wrapped 
and 


packed, uisng strong paper ana 
heavy1 twine. Candy should be 
inclosed in strong boxes or con- 
tainers and articles easily brok- 
en or crushed must be crated or 
securely wrapped. The postofflce 
department advises that liberal 
quantities of excelsior or like 
material be used, in around and 


container. 


Glassware, fragile toys, and 


crockery must be packed so as 
to prevent the escape of particles 
or pieces if broken in transit. 
Ordinary boxes of cigars wrap- 
ped in paper only will hot 
be 


accepted. They should be packed

Andrew Jackson has, been des- 
rlbed by a writer as -^illiterate, 
rascible, 
intensely 
patriotic, 


absolutely honest, inflexible in 
purpose, faithful and devoted to 
duty, to public or private life, 
an implacable enemy and recli- 
ess and unflinching in danger 
and duty." We might add that 
he love his country,-he loved 
ustice, loved his friends ana 
iated his enemies. 


But we should consider that 


Jackson, like Topsy, "just grew" 
He never saw his father, 
his 


mother died while he was a boy 
under circumstances that would 
make a savage of a saint and he 
was alone to the world. He grew 
up amid scenes of bloodshed and 
cruelty and the wonder .is, no* 
that he developed the traits as- 
cribed to him, but that a -re- 
deeming good trait remained. 


And yet, we find him placed in 


positions of trust and responsi- 
bility far beyond his capacity to 
fill a representative to congress, 
judge of 
Tennessee Supreme 


Court, three times elected as U. 
S., senator, and, lastly, to presi- 
dent for two terms. 
I can find no reason for all 


this honor and promotion, save 
that the people loved and trust- 
•ed him and-knew that a man, 
who never shrank from danger 
when duty called (and some- 
times when it did not) could oe 
'trusted in any ,civil capacity. 


While there can be no com- 


parison of educational or intel- 
lectual acquirements, between 
Jackson and his predecessors, 
neither can there be between 
their environments. One thing 
that subsequent presidents have 
scrupulously and zealously fol- 
lowed is the "Spoils system." 
In principle, I believe it is 


.right, that "To the victor be- 
long the spoils." This coupled 
wSh a non-political civil ser 
vice list, is the best system ye 
devised, but a postmaster gen 
eral should be under the same 
rule, as his department, Jackson 
was riot the man to use ••Quaker, 
gems," when he went to war.

When the massacre at Fort 


Mims occurred, in Aug. 1813.' 
Jackson was suffering 
from 


wounds received to a personal 
encounter, growing out of some 
remarks, about his wife, but 
with his shoulder injured he took 
, 


the field and led his men into-" 
the1 Creek county, and at Horse 
Shoe Bend, completely broke the 
power of that tribe forever. 


In 1814 he.was appointed ma- 
, 


jor general to the regular army ] 
and ordered south. In this cam- 
paign Mrs. Jackson accompanied 
her husband, and was with him 
at New Orleans. 
, 
She had many excellent quali- 


ties and was a devoted wife to 
her 
husband 
and 
although 


nearly destitute of book learn- 
ing, she was an admirable house- 
keeper, a firm but kind mis- 
tress, to their retinue of slaves, 
a generous neighbor and 
the 


soul of hospitality. 
In return,.the stern and un- 


bending Jackson was, to her, 
tender, true and loving pro- 
tector, who loved her with a 
love that was pathetic and ro- 
mantic. They had no children 
but their home at the -Hermi- 
tage" twelve miles from Nash- 
ville Tenn., was the resort of re- 
latives, friends and strangers 
and seldom one ever felt himselt 
an unwelcome guest. 


They adopted a nephew of 


Mrs. 
Jackson, when only a few 


days -old and named him An- 
drew Jackson 
Donelson, and 


made him their" heir.
